He Is now on his fifth com­ 
plete trip around the world since 1950 
and his tw enty-first trip since he be­ 
cam e a foreign correspondent. D uring 
the next few m onths he will visit most 
of the explosive areas of the globe. 


Morley has arranged for interviews 
w ith 
C om munist 
leaders 
In 
Prague. 
W arsaw, Moscow, Stalingrad and Yal­ 
ta, which should prove particularly in­ 
teresting. In Athens he will interview 
A rchbishop M akarios of Cyprus. He will 
have an audience with King Hussein of 
Jordan a n d President N asser at Cairo. 
After a report from Rangoon, he will 
move on to Singapore, Bangkok, H ong­ 
kong and Manila for eye witness re­ 
ports from th at area.

— a world full of hate, hopelessness, 
and h u m an m isery. He says th at this 
co n trast to o u r w ay of lile ehocks the 
im agination of those w ho g a th e r the 
new s outside of tourist spas and play­ 
grounds of the C h am p s Elysees. 


It Is a world of deep rooted compli­ 
cations and adversities, he continues,

John Morley believes th at the back­ 
ground of crises all over the world Is 
political— not h um an. H e explains it as 
a combination of h u m an greed, lust, ex­ 
ploitation. slavery, and 
ignorance on 
th e political level. As he puls It, "Men 
suffer and die not only to preserve free­ 
dom as our fo refath ers did in creating 
o u r republic . . . but men are also called 
upon to sacrifice and to die to preserve 
th e greed and profits and selfishness of 
o th e r men u n d e r the guise of phony 
slogans.”
